PUERTO RICO AND THE UN 


THE STRUGGLE of the Puerto Rican’ people for 
sili nce has’ won worldwide support. But they 
will need much more help—and especially from the people 
of the United States—to overcome obstacles now being 
placed in their path. 

-‘Wall Street has virtually annexed Puerto Rico. Now 
it is planning to hide this from the UN under the spurious 
ar t that the Puerto Ricans themselves, of their 
own free will, have contracted to associate themselves 
with the United States. 

The Eisenhower Administration, with the support of 
Puerto Rican quislings is planning to discontinue submitting 
information to the United Nations on its administration of 
Puerto Rican affairs, as demanded by Article 73e of the 
UN Charter. 

This maneuver will be attempted in the Trusteeship 
Committee in the new week or two. The Eisenhower 
Administration will argue that Puerto Rico is “self-gov- 
eming, ’ and it will display its cynical chauvinism by hav- 
ing a Puerto Rican state Washington's case in the UN. 

But the State Department s claims have already been 
exposed by action in the Committee last Friday. Then. 
Rep. Frances: P. Bolton, one of the Eisenhower delegates,
